Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner indicated that with respect to the rejection over 
Emorine, and particularly with respect to the rejection set forth in paragraph 16 of the final Office action, the claims 
have been interpreted as including general methods for sequencing. The claims recite only a single step of 
determining the nucleotide at position -47 and include detecting the presence of a thymine at this position in each allele 
of the beta2-AR gene. Since a thymine is present in the wildtype gene, the claims include sequencing the wildtype 
gene and detecting the presence of a thymine at position -47. This interpretation of the claims is set forth within the 
rejection of the non-final and final office actions and within the response to applicant's arguments set forth in paraqraph 
19 of the final Office action. 
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
